LORIMER PLANNING | 
A WAR ON BUSSE 


Seeks Federal Patronage in 


Preparing for Great May- 
oralty and Governor- 


ship Fights. 
ODD SITUATION DEVELOPS 


Senator’s Desire for Control of 
Police Said to Presage Bit- 
ter’ Campaign in 

_ Chicago. 


‘Wer and the alarme of war have cropped 
out to disturb the peace of the big chieftains 
who handle the affairs of the Republican 
party in these parts. With the president 
manifesting a policy of making his own ap- 


federal ” politicians, United States Senator 
William Lorimer and his following of local 
jJobhoiders show signe of teking the warpath. 

It ie @ novel eituation that is developing 
in the Repubiican camp, and in it are in- 
volved not only federal plums but the elec- 
tion of Chicago's next mayor, the governor- 
ship fight three years hence, the senatorship 
contests, and a tangled mess of local political 
rivalries. Lorimer, according to the gossip 
which leake out of his circle of rerea, is 
planning a campaign the object of which is 
to make himself the undisputed dictator of | 
the Republican organization in Illinois, from 
the cupola to the cellar. 

The reports that are interesting the Repub- 
lican leaders principally indicate with hard- 
ly an exception that the senator is getting 
ready for a bitter political duel with Mayor 
Busse. Mr, Busse himself is characteristical- 
ly oblivious of thie aspect of the situation, 
but his followers are watching the senator's 


movements and getting ready to hold the 
fort. 


Strategy of Lorimer. 

The warfare of the Lorimer crowé on the 
mayor ie being carried on along two different 
lines which may be summarised thus: 

Lorimer is seeking to build up with federal 
patronage a machine strong enough to over- 
whelm the mayor and prevent his renomi- 
nation. For instance, the senator wants to 
bring about the appointment of former Judge 
Elbridge Hanecy to the vacancy caused by 
the death of United States Judge Solomon 
Bethea. 

Lorimer’s friends are harrying thé mayor 
with “investigations” of his administra- 
persona!

Shurtleff for Governor. 

Among the politicigns it is well known that 
Lorimer is bent on the achievement of two 
great objects—the nomination of Speaker 
Shurtieff for governor in 1912 and his own 
re@lection as senator in 1915. .To nomirate 
Shurtleff it wifi be practically necéseary for 
him to have the powerful. alliance of the 
mayor of Chicago, provided that mayor is a 
political leader of the magnitude of Fred 
Busse. With Busse’s influence at his com- 


mand the senator practically could promise 


Speaker Shurtleff the governorship ip ad- 
vance. 

The understanding in the inner circle of 
Republican leaders is that Lorimer soon 
after his election to the senate started out 
to win over Mayor Busse by soft and kid 
gloved methods. But withip a few weeks he 
suddenly changed his tactics and decided to 
erush Busse if he could. 

There are several explanations of the al- 
leged declaration of war. One is to the effect 
that Lorimer discovered that Busse under no 
cireumstances would turn over the police 
department to the Lorimer machine on 
primary and election days. Lorimer’s elec- 
tion methods, it is well known, include a 
skillful use of the police force to assist the 
organization workers in getting the voter 
polled according to program. 

Without the police force at his disposal 
Lorimer would have less use for a mdyor than 
otherwise. The Lorimer outfit first discov- 
ered that they could not rum the polipe de- 
partment early this year. 


Lorimer Fails; Steward Named. 

Then when Chief Shippy resigned the sen- 
ator’s friends made a prodigious effort to 
capture the police organization. They put 
forward a candidate and pressed his claims 
in numerous novel ways. But again they 
failed. When Chief Steward was appointed 
to head the department the politicians free- 
ly opined that war between Lorimer snd 
Busse would be the probable result. 


These are not the only instances of the at~ |} 


tempt of Lorimer to capture patronage in the 
city hall. Shortly after the election of Busse 
Congressman Lorimer put forward Joe Bid- 
will for a position on the board of local im- 
prov:nents. Bidwill is an old time Chi- 
| cago politician who put Lorimer into the 
political game and Lorimer has rewarded 
him frequently. 

Bidwill is @ contractor, and Mayor Busse 
thought. that no contractor should sit on 
the board of local improvements, a body 
whose principal business is the letting of 
contracts for municipal paving, sewers, etc. 
Lorimer was so insistent in demanding the 
place for Bidwill that the mayor was com- 
pelied to turm him down flatly. For a long 
time afterward the congressman nursed a 
grouch on the mayor. 

Besiege City Hall in Vain. 

In the matter of small favors it is common 
knowledge in the city hall that Lorimer 
henchmen swarm about asking concessions 
and immunities that under previous sdminis- 
trations generally were granted by the whole- 
sale the rank and file of the politicians 
who “ in right: with the powers behind 
the mayor. Mayor Busse hes turned a deaf 

ear to al] these appeals to let down the bars 
of pgp public crib and consequently has sowed 
an extensive crop of é¢nmity that he fs due 
to harvest when the next mayoraity cam- 
paign comes on, The present indications, 
however, are that he will be strong enough 
to ignore this source of danger. |

Has Best Day Since Operation; 
Weaken at Night. 


SLEEPS AS PAIN DEPARTS. 


Says He Feels Much Better; Then Is 
Hit by Nausea. | 


Rochester, Mins., Sept. 19.—At 1 o'clock 
this morning Dr. Mayo said Gov. Johnson’s 
condition still ie critical, but it is certain that 
he will ive through the night. The doctor 


}said by tomorrow at 9 o'clock they would 


know a great deal more about his chance for 
recovery. The governor still is restiess. His 
abdomen is’ distended somewhat and he ig 
bothered with gas.’ 

The Jast bulletin last night, at 10 o'clock, 
was the first contradiction of earter reports 
that Gov. Johnson had had a good day, This 
bulletin was as follows: 

“Gov. Johnson is more restless and not 
so comfortable as at 6 o’clock, when the last 
bulletin was issued. This is the first bad time 
he has. had today, and it ls not very bad now. 
There has been no vomiting since 8 o'clock, 
when warm water was given him to relieve 
nausea.”’ 

Until 8 o’clodk it seemed certain Gov. John- 
son was going to have the best day since the 
operation. At 6 o’clock Dr. William Mayo 
issued the following statement: 

“Gov. Johnson is resting quietly and is 
cheerful. If he pulls through tomorrow I 
think he will live, and I think he wil pull 
through tomorrow.’ 

Drs. ‘William and Charles Mayo and Dr. 
Cc. T. ‘MecNevin all caught the governor's 
pulse and temperature at the same marks, 
102 and 99 respectively, at 6 o'clock. 
“When asked by Dr. McNevin how he fek 
Gov. Johnson said: °* Pretty well, Mac 
Much better than yesterday. I have had 
scarcely any pains at all this afternoon.” 


Doctors and Wife Cheered Up. 
‘All three doctors were noticeably cheerful 
when they emerged from the governor’s room 
‘ghd Mrs. Johnson, who had been in constant 
attendance at her husband's bedside during 
the day, walked with a lighter step and looked 
less careworn when she lft the hospital to 
take dinner at the Sullivan home. 

Dr. William Mayo took occasion emphbat- 
ically to deny a rumor that had got abro.xd 


where the governor haa seen operated upon 
had come out. 

“The wound looks fine,” he said, “and 
is doing as well as could be expected.’

WOULD-BE BURGLAR IS TAKEN 
AFTER A CHASE OVER ROOFS 


John Schmidt, Surprised While Sawing 
Through Wall of Hardware Store, 
Gives Detectives Run Before Caught. 


After a espectacular burglar chase over 
roofs on three downtown buildings John 
Schmidt, who was hurt in the chase, wag. 
captured. He was trapped in a five story 
puliding at 168 Clark street in a hallway. 
when he was sawing through a wall in an’

When he saw the policemen surrounding 
the buliding; Schmidt, who had sawed 
through an automatic burglar alarm which 
gave the signal, rushed up the stairway to 
the roof.

Robesonia, Pa., Sept. 18.—The transconti- 
nental automobile relay run from Philadel- 
phia to Beattie, Wash., under the auspices of 
the Philadelphia Press, came to a sudden 
end when the Sot relay car wes wrecked 
today. 

Henry L. Buckley, a reporter for the Press, 
was killed; William Brown of Philadelphia 
was so seriously injured that he may die; 
and William H, Bohm of the Acme automo- 
bile agenoy in Philadelphia received a deep 
laceration of the scalp. Clifford R. Bly, the 
chauffeur, and Halyard Carter, colored, a 
valet, were slightly injured. 

The automobile was going through Robes- 
onia at a twenty-five mile an hour clip whea 
something went wrong with a reartire. The 
car upset and Buckley was thrown into the 
middie of the road, fracturing his skull. Re- 
lief automobiles came quickly, and the in- 
jured were taken to Reading. Buckley died 
in a hospital. 

When news of the accident reached the’ 
Press the run immediately wae called off. 
The run promised to be an interesting affair. 
The Press had obtained from President Taft 
a letter of greeting to President Chilberg of 
the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific exposition, and 
had ‘pienned to carry it across the country by 
relays of automobiles.

Col. Harvey Shaken Up.

Asks About McCann's Property. 


State’s Attorney Wayman tried to get into 
the record by cross examination that the de- 
fendant Owns property ‘in Mexico. The 
court sustained an objection by the defense 
that the question was improper unless it 
had been proved that McCann bought the 
property with graft money he obtained while 
he was inspector of police. : 

* How much money did you have before 
you became a policeman?’ asked Mr. Way- 
man. 

Judge Barnes sustained objections to this 
line of examination. 

Mr. Wayman said he could show large ex- 
penditures by McCann since he became an 
inspector, but the court would not let him 
probe into that matter. The cross examina- 
tion then stopped.

houses; to keep them from windows or 
doore where they could be seen from the 
street or other buildings; to stop them from 
soliciting in the streets: to keep ihem within 
that segregated district, Carpenter street to 
Halsted street and Monroe street to Lake 
street. There may have been other directions 
that I cannot bring to memory now unless my 
attention !s drawn to it. 

Q.—Please state if in the pursuit of your 
directions arrests were madeof these) women. 
A.—About 150 persons were brought into the 
station.

Battle Harbor, Labrador, Sept. 18.—[By 
wireless to Cape Ray, N. F:]—The arctic 
steamer Roosevelt, with Commander. Peary 
aboard, sailed from here at 8 a. m. today for 
Sydney. Capt. Bartlett received orders yes- 
terday from’ Commander Peary to have the 
Roosevelt ready today for the voyage to 
Sydney, and also to time his arrival at that 
port so that they may reach there about 11 
o’cloek on Tuesday morning. The latter in- 
structions were given in accordance with a 
suggestion contained in a message received 
from the Sydney reception committee, 

Acting under instructions from H. L. Bridg- 
man, secretary of the Peary Arctic club, 
Commander Peary, before leaving, turned 
over to the Grenfell hospital all the remain- 
ing provisions of his expedition. 


Would Have Won Even if Dying. 
Commander Peary was asked today what 
he would have done if he had fallen sick at 
the pole, with no one in the accompanying 
party capable of taking an observation. To 
this he replied: 
‘My -last moments would have been de- 
voted’ to taking observations, in order to 
leave the record. I would not permit any- 
thing to interfere with that important duty, 
“and I would have handed the records to the 
Eskimos to take to Mrs. Peary. IfI had died 
within sight of the pole I would have had to 
depend on my Eskimos to tell how far they 
traveled from the last supporting party, ‘or 
on my observations. | 
“My records are complete and most care- 
fully .kept.. They ‘are Sealed in skins and 
parchments, so that if thrown on the ice, or in 
the water. they probably would drift for 
"years without sinking or being damaged, and 
eventually would be found. This priceless 
package will not be opened until I arrive in’

young Scotch harpooner, David Ritchie, who 
crossed the stormy waters of Hudson strait 
alone an open boat to the Moravian set- 
tlements on northern Labrador, was the 
means of bringing, as. from the dead, word of 
the safety of the crew. of eight of the Scotch 
whaling ship Snowdrop. Ht was lost in Fro- 
bisher strait on Sept. 18, 1908. 

Further particulars of the hardships of the 
crew. reached ‘here tonight, the first since 
definite. news of the Snowdrop’s loss canie 
on Wednesday from Indian Harbor, which 
Ritchie reached on Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell’s 
missionary schooner.

The Snowdrop was given up for lost with 
all on board last December when a bottle was 
picked up off the coast. of Scotland saying 
that the ship was sinking.

Peary’s Informant “Ignorant Man.” 


“His accusations are founded purely on 
statements given him by an ignorant man, 
whom I purposely kept from learning the 
facts. When I land I will examine the 
charges and reply when the proper time 
comes. Peary’s declaration that he is the 
only man who has been-to the pole and will 
prove it still awaits proof. Astothe affirma- 
tion that Peary has evidence to refute my 
story, that evidence is based on the word of 
Murphy, the boatewain, who is unable to 
read or write. 

“Tl already have expressed my readiness to 
place my observations before a committee 
from scientific bodies and the verdict of that 
committee will justify my story.’ 

Dr. Cook has received dozens of dispatches 
daily, extending a welcome to him and in- 
viting him to receptions, , banquets, and 
other functions. He is ready to accept some 
of these invitations, but has left the arrange- 
ments entirely in the hands of John R. 
Bradley. 


. Declines All Financial Offers. 


Many offers also have been ma@é for lec- 
tures and magazine articles and on other 
propositions, which Dr. Cook has declined 
without exception. 

Director General Cold of the steamship 
company, who has been Dr. Cook’s constant 
companion on board the Oscar II., when he 
heard of Commander Peary’s charges, sald:

Wife Refuses Home in Pittsburg. 


Mrs. Mellon, whom the banker married hine 
years ago at’ Hertford, England; has spent 
half her time at her old home for the last 
three years. Incompatibility is given as the 
cause of ‘the separation. In reality, Mrs. 
Mellon refuses to live longer in Pittsburg, 
where, she says, she has been shubbed so- 
cially. Bhe gave Mellon an ulitmatum of 
settling in England with her or remaining in 
America alone, and the banker chose Amer- 
ica. 

The romance began in’ Pittsburg. Mellon 
met the young Englishwoman, who was the 
daughter of an English ‘brewer, when she 
came here in 1900 with her father and a party 
on a tour around the world. Mellon began a 
typical Pitteburg courtship, and carried the 
woman by storm. Their marriage took place 
in England three months later. 

Mrs. Mellon never appeared to any extent 
in Pittsburg society, but the fact was blamed 
on her husband, who had few social aspira- 
tions. Soon after the formation of the Steel 
corporation Melion made his wife a present 
of $1,000,000 of Steel stock. She would have 
had the income from this had she not sold 
Steel when it started down and put the cash 
in bank. 


Lost Money During Panic. 


Two local bank failures are said to have 
made her nervous.

TRIBUNE —President Taft has made his 
eagerly looked for tariff speech and has de- 
clared himself in terms which will please a 
great majority of American people who are 
neither free traders nor extreme protection- 
iste. With characteristic frankness Mr. Taft 
admits the defects of the Payne bill. With 
judicial care he weighe its merits and its 
faults and decides that, judged as a whole, it 
is good. To the extreme “ standpatter,” Mr. 
Taft's discussion of the tariff bill doubtless 
will prove almost as unsatisfactory as it will 
to the free trader. But the great majority of 
voters, including not only Republicans but 
a large number of latter-day Democrats, 
Mr. Taft's attitude will strongly commend 
itself. i 

“Abandons Cause of Reform.” 

TIMES—President Taft has decided to 
abandon the cause of tariff reform and re- 
duction. He has decided more than that. Con- 
fronted by unmistakable and somewhat 
alarming evidences of a division in his party, 
in which the west le found on ohe side'and

Busy Day in Twin Cities. 

The president spent the entire day in the 
Twin Cities.

Flags and other 
patriotic decorations flying in the breeze 
wafted a silent welcome to President Taft 
while the big crowd which surrounded the 
exits to the station gave the nation’s chief 
a noisy greeting as he stepped from his pri- 
vate car. a

squad of policemen, t the way clear to 
the waiting automobiles. B. F. Nelson, for 
the Minneapolis committee, and Frank B. 
Kellogg, for the St. Paul committee, greeted 
President Taft. . They rode with him in the

-ingten avenue, south, to. the Minneapolis 
club on. Second avenue and Bighth street, 
where President Taft had breakfast with 
fifty of the prominent men of Minneapolis.

Reception Is Called Off.

Celestials Entering Via Canada to 
, Be: Examined at Vancouver. 


“LAND PORTS” REMAIN OPEN. 


Orientalists May Come In by Them if 
Armed with Certificate. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 18.—For the pur- 
pose of supporting American business inter- 
ests in Chinese immigrant trangportation, 
Acting Secretary. McHarg of the department 
of commerce and labor has directed that here- 
after the inspection of Chinese coming from 
the orient and seeking admission through 
Canada will be made at Vancouver, B. C. 

The present “ land border ports ‘’ of entry 
for Chinese are to remain open for the entry 
of Chinese coming from the orient furnished 
at Vaacouver with certificates of identity, 
and for the examination and admission of the 
small number of Chinese not from the orient 
desiring to enter from Canada: 

Mr. McHarg has ordered that notice be 
sirved on the Canadian Pacific railway of 
ths department's: intention to modify the 

ment of Feb. 23, 1908, to this extent. 
This agreement was entered into betweeh 
the secretary of the treasury and the Cana- 
dian Pacific with ea view to efficient contro! of 
the immigration of Chinese through Canada. 


Many Were Smuggled In. 

For years previous to the Feb. 23,1908, 
agreement with the Canadian Pacific, Chi- 
nese were brought to: Canada in large num- 
bers and after being landed on Canadian soil 
were smuggled into the United States. Under 
the agreement the company brings all of its 
Chinese passengers destined to the United 
States to certain designated ports on the 
Canadian border and there places them in 
the custody and control of the immigration 
officials. . 

The company agreed to return to China all 
its Chinese passengers refused admission. 
The government agreed to maintain at the 
“land border ports’’ a corps of officers to 
examine the Chinese, these places to be the 
sole ports of entry for Chinese coming into 
the United States in transit overland through 
Canada. The agreement was subject to revo- 
cation by either party on sixty days’ written 
notice. ue, 

McHarg says conditions have changed ma- 
terially since that agreement was impere- 
tively required and Chinese now have to pay 
a $500 per capita tax to remain on Canadian 
soil. The Southern Pacific company and the 
Pacific Mail Steamship company and other 
railroad lines and representatives in congress 
have protested against the agreement.

NEW FOE OF INTESTINALILLS 


Certain Forms of Fermented Milk 
Prove Remarkable Curative. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE ] 

PARIS, Sept. 18.—Dr. F. Mortimer Law- 
rence of Philadelphia is making a special 
study at the Pasteur institute of Metch- 
nikof*s theories and experiments as to the 
cause and prevention of old age. Dr. Law- 
rence intende to introduce such of Metch- 
nikoff’s methods as he can approve into 
America. 

In an interview yesterday he said the pub- 
lie,’ and evén members of the medical pro- 
fession, knew little.of the nature of the in- 
vestigations carried on in Paris in relation to 
the cause of old age and its porsible preven- 
tion. Though at first thought it seems like a 
search for: the philosopher's stone, it has 
been recognized by physicians for some years 
that old age is & distinct disease with a 
detinite pathology. 


Explains Hardening of Arteries. 

“The greatest impetus in this study,” he 
said, ‘‘.has been the assertion of Prof. Metch- 
nikoff, director of the Pasteur institute, that 
the hardening of arteries and other well 
known evidences of age are the result of ab- 
sorption from the large intestine of poisons 
generated there through the action of certain 
putrefactive bacteria. Thig theory is met 
with wide acceptance by scientists, but chem- 
ical measures have proven absolutely incapa- 
ble of freeing the intestines of these malig- 
nant microbes. 


Wew Foe to Intestinal Bacteria. 

‘‘On the other hand, I understand a series 
of experiments by Metchnikoff has demon- 
strated the more remarkable qualities of cer- 
tain forms of fermented milk used in the 
orient. The ferment contained, it appears, 
is totally distinct from lactic acid. Tests of 
the new agent are carried on all over Durope 
and it already has been established that it 
will abolish intestinal disorders due to putre- 
factive bacteria.”

LONDON, Sept. 18.—Theatrically, London 
had an interesting week, with every promise 
that the season now opened will be more sat- 
isfactory from a managerial point of view 
than the last one. The pride of place be- 
longs to the production of “ Faise Gods ”’ at 
His Majesty’s theater. This is an adapta- 
tion or translation of Brieux’s play, “ La 
Foi,” which the management of the new 
theater has had some intention of presen’- 
ing to New York ;laygoers. 

Sir Herbert Beerbohm Tree mounted the 
plece with the customary elaboration and en 
gauged a strong cast, including Mrs. Patrick 
Campbell, but “ False Gods’’ is no more 
suited for the English stage than it would 
be for the American. 

It is a philosophica! discussion of the ol4 
idea that faith or religion or even supersti- 
tion is better than no belief at all. Brieux 
has given a certain amount of dramatic ac- 
tion to his thesis, but there is not enough to 
wake the piece anything but dull to au Eng- 
lish audience. 

Declaimed by a first rate French company, 
“La Foi’ wouli probably appeal to the 
Parisian audience, where the play of ideas 
is usually welcome, but In the hands of Eng- 
lish actors and presented to an English audi- 
ence, it was found to be tedious. 

Praise for Henry Miller. | 

Henry Miller has been highly praised for 
his acting in “‘ The Great Divide.’’ Critics 
who were severe on Miss Wynne Matthison, 
the English actress who took the part played 
in America by Margaret Anglin, had no 
encomiums too high for the American visitor. 
Certain faults were found with the play, 
which was classed a long way below 
Augustus Thomas’ “ Arizona.” 

“William Vaughn. Moody.” says one 
Walter, “in the drawing of heroine and 
nafveté of the story, shows immaturity and 
crudeness, but he has got the root of the 
matter in him.

Huge Amount Spent on Poor. 

The number of casuel paupers has in- 
creased by 75 per cent since 1900. There is 
expended annually $80,000,000 by the poor law 
authorities. In London alone some $5,000,000 
is expended every year on charity, 

In the light of such figures as these it is 
permissible to suppose that even if the worst 
apprehensions of the London Times are real- 
ized it will be a long time before the United 
States is faced oY such @ problemi as con- 
fronts England." 

The outlook for the coming winter here is 
admittedly worse than the past winter, when 
the authorities had to deal with a\greater 
extent of unemployed than in any year since 
the distress committees of the local govern- 
ment board took up this herculean task. 

During the winter of 1908-'00 the distress 
was twice as bad as the preceding year, both 

as regards the total of applicants for work 
and the number of applications entertained. 

One in every eighty-five persons in the dis- 
tricts covered by the distress committees 
registered themselves as out of work. In the 
past winter the great majority of the appli- 
cants were under 50 years of age. 

Tariff Reform Being Urged. 

These statistice are being paraded as a 
convincing argument by the advocates of 
tariff reform.

CURES CANCER BY INOCULATION 


Dr. Doyen Says Vaccination Has Suc- 
cessfully Solved the 
Problem. 


BUDAPEST, Sept. 18--At one of the sit- 
tings of the international medical congress 
Dr. Bashford of London gave a lecture, illus- 
trated by lantern slides, on the treatment of 
cancer. He ‘opposed the idea that cancer is 
increasing in frequency, and remarked that 
all experiments have failed to prove that can- 
cer is an hereditary disease. He further 
stated that all efforts to discover a serum for 
cancer have so far been unsuccessful, 

wr. Doyen of Paris likewise lectured on 
} the treatment of concer. In his opinion, the 
problem as to whether cancer can be cured 
is solved. His method of vaccination, he 
said, hag been attended by satisfactory re- 
sults for nine years, and his phagogenetic 
system, combined with vaccination, has been 
successful in cases of cancerous degenera- 
tion of the skin and of the peritoneum. How 
was, he asked, a surgical operation to be per- 
formed before inoculation had been effected? 

Radical operations are condemned by Dr. 
Doyen, who considers that if the tumour fs 
superficial and can be completely \removeod 
the operation should be carried out by bipolar 
voltaism.

Live on Verge of Savagery; Can- 
nibalism Still Exists 
Among Them, 


Thirty-fijth Installment of a Diary of a 
47,000 Mile J ;

Thusday—On going on deck at daylight I 

find we are at the entrance of Blanch bay, at 

the northern end of New Britain. On the left 
towers inland the high. wooded mountains, 


with the foreground covered with cocoanut 


plantations, In the center is the village of 
Herbertshohe, the capital of German New 
Guinea; on the right is a group of volcanoes 


rising high.and graceful—the Mother and 
Daughters. 


_ The ship stops at Herbertshthe, and we are 
boarded by the doctor, who comes out in a 
fine long boat, rowed by five black skinned 
Melanesians. We drop. the miails-and steam 
on twelve miles, down as attractive a bay as 
one could wish to see. Behind us is the Duke 
of York island, flat and low, and beyond it 
 Fises the dark heights of lofty New Ireland. 

As we near Simpson Hafen we pass the low 
isiand of Matupi, covered with a great cocoa- 
nut plantation, and in amongst the trees we 
¢an see the thatch houses of the natives, and 
also many natives in outrigger canoes. 

The sides of the bay are everywhere almost 
covered with plantations, behind which rise 
the walls of voloanoes—for the Gazelle penin- 
sula is entirely voleanic. One of the Daugh- 
ters is a low, recently extinct one. barren, 
for the most part, of vegetation. and emits 
sulphurous-odors which are appreciable on 
Matupi, which is subject to frequent earth- 
quakes, Out-of the ‘middie of the bay rises 
& bare yellow wall;one side of a volcano 
which suddenly appeared a few years ago. 

Bay Could Hold All Navies. 

At 8 o'clock we come alongside the wharf 
at Simpson Hafen—en ideal place for a port, 
@ great landlocked, deep water bay, capable 
of holding the navies of the world. There is 
& grassy, gentie -sloping plain inland. on 
which is the town consisting of postoffice, 
Lioyd’s office, trading store, hotel. and three 
or four other buildings, all one story, of tin, 
and on piles. otherwise they would be eaten 
up by white ants. We are scarcely tied up 
before we are boarded by the entire white 
population, who flock to the bar in the smoke- 


™ °! room, for the arrival of the steamer is an 


event. It means good cold beer, and even 
before breakfast big quantities are con- 
sumed. | 

After breakfast I went to the Lloyd's office, 
and learned that their inter-island boat, the 
Sumatra, is at Hongkong for repairs, but 
that the fine little government steamer, 
Seestern (Star of the Sea), leaves on the mor- 
row for an interesting four weeks’ cruise. 
To accompany it-I must get the governor's 
consent; so I at once returned to Herberts- 
héhe tn the steam launch of Forsythe: a big 
trader and plantation owner and a fellow 
passenger on the Prinz Sigismund. 

The ride back over beautiful Blanch bay 
was even more enjoyable than in the morn- 
ing, for my eye had become accustomed .to 
the process of unraveling the intricacies of 
the landscape. 


Houses Seem Well. Bpitt...., . 

As we neared Herbertshihe we could see 
many interesting houses. of; the natives of 
New Britain scattered at Irregular intervais 
along the beach. The seemed wel built and 
of a substantia! nature, with curious double 
peaked roofs. In front of the houses along 
the beach were many large outrigger canoes, 
fome decorated, and about the houses were 
many fish traps of enormous size. I had al- 
ready noticed these traps early in the morn- 
ing as we went down the bay. [I think they 

-g@re thie largest that I have ever seen. 

We were met by a two wheeled trap at the 
pier, and drove to the house of Mrs. Kélibe, 
Forsyth’s mother, who is half Samoan, her 
father having been a Vermonter who settled 
in Samoa. The house occupies a bluff over- 
looking the sea, with pretty flower gardens 
at the sides, and from its veranda com- 
mands a superb view over land and sea. 
The house is big, low, and breezy, and well 
furnished, with a broad veranda on three 
sides. The aged woman chatted fluently of 
California, where she has relatives. 

At luncheon we are served by two fine 
looking woolly hal boys in white shirt 
and red skirt. For the first time I ate taro, 
a widespread South sea tuber, which is good, . 
but a little soapy; and bread fruit, which was 
baked in an earthen oven with hot stones. 
It tastes a little Ifke chestnut, and eaten 
with rich cocoanut milk is toothsome. We 
also had fried eel. Mrs. Kélbe joined us in a 
cigaret on. the veranda, and regretted that 
I could not stay over to have a game of cards 
with her. Fae 8 os 

Visits. Big Cocoanut Plantation. 

Her Husband—a& German and her third— 
kindly put ‘his dogeart at my disposal, 
his boy drove me four miles along the ghore 
through a cocoanut plantation of 3,000 acres. 
I passed a nursery of young sprouting nuts,

“The Americans, in afronautics, as in 
many other things, have been given a rudi- 
mental idea and with that quickness and 
vigor which is characteristic of young and 
strong peoples have immediately transformed 
it, completed it, and rendered it practical. 

“ Curtiss’ biplane, considering the degree 
of progress already reached by aviation, is 
all that can be imagined of practicability and 
perfection. Nothing has been forgotten and 
all the resources offered by nature and human 
inteMigence have been utilized.” 

D’Annunzio thinks that to succeed In avia- 
tion it is necessary to form legions of men 
trained to navigate the air and become ac- 
quainted with all the surprises the elements 
may spring upon them. 

“Like enterprising Venetians, Mke the 
wonderful sailors from Amalfi, like the 
strong Genoese, who successively conquered 
the world of their day by sea, a new fleet 
of aeroplanes wi}] conquer the world through 
aviators,” he said.

ORVILLE WRIGHT SETS RECORD.

BERLIN, Sept. 18.—A new record for a 

sustained aeroplane flight with a passenger 
was made today at Templehof field by Orville 
Wright. 

He remained in the air for one hour and 
thirty-five minutes, carrying Capt. Gngei- 
hardt. He broke his own record made July 
27, when he stayed up with a passenger for 
one hour and twelve minutes. 

Mr. Wright, whose public flights are over, 
will remain here for several weeks longer. 
teaching his German pupil, Capt. Engel- 
hardt of the navy. He has so far re- 
sisted all of the attempts to draw him into 
the competitive evehts at Rheims, Brescia, 
Blackpool, Berlin; and elsewhere, but the 
German Aero club is bringing strong pressure 
to bear on him to enter the lists at its meet. 

German fiying machine inventors are busy 
in all parts of the empire, but none of them so 
far has succeeded in developing heavier than 
air apparatus at all worthy of ranking with 
the French, American, and English inven- 
tions. 

Both of the well known army airship con- 
structors, Maj. Gross and Maj. von Parseval, 
however, are engaged in perfecting aero- 
planes of their own design and promise the 
military authorities that they will be able 
to make early flights. Both of the new ma- 
chines are monoplanes. 


German Air Contests Planned. 


The Germans’ new and widespread inter- 
est in flying machines, which is largely 
@ result of the enthusiasm created by Mr. 
Wright's trial here, is indicated by the fact 
that the German Aero club has succeeded 
in getting together a prize list of $25.000 for 
a “fiying week’’ to be held here during the 
last ten days of September.

Chicago physicians are watching closeiy 
the cages of pellagra ai the county hospital 
at Dunning. Medical men interested In. the 
disease, which is new to Illinois but one of the 
oldest in the world, have visited thepatients 
now under treatment daily in an effort to 
learn the symptoms and the course of the 
disease. 

Dr. O. C. Willhite, superintendent at Dunn- 
ing, yesterday expressed much satisfaction 
with the attention scientists and the public 
are giving the disease, and éxpreasd the belief 
that as a result the problem of the affliction— 
its origin—would be solved. | 

“I read with interest Tux Trisune’s edi- 
torial on pellagra on Gept. 14 and I was much 
inclined to the opinion that pellagra is preva- 


lent throughout the country and not con- ) 


fined to institutions,”’ hesaid. “* This.opinion 
is based upon the fact that we have admitied 
to the consumptive hospital a patienys0—~ 
fering from this diseuse and also admitted 
one to the infirmary with the disease well 
advanced in a patient who died within three 
days after his admission. Furthermore, there 
has been reported by Dr. C. H. Lavinder 
1,500 cases in the south, many of them out- 
side of the institutions and not confined to 
the poorer class, but‘ occurring likewise in 
the well-to-do. 


Disease Suspected Last Spring. 

" The occurrence of this disease in the Cook 
county institutions wassuspected last spring, 
but the diagnosis was not fully confirmed until 
about the timé we had a communication from 
the South Carolina state board of health in 
reference to peliagra. At that time we had 
only seven cases, four patients having died 
and three being still in the institution. To 
confirm our diegnosis Dr. Lavinder of the 
amrine hospital service, who had done much 
work in: the south with the problems of 
pellagra, came to the institution on July 18. 
He was of the opinion that there could be no 
question as to the diagnosis of teh disease. 
This was the first notice of this disease in 
Illinois. 

‘* Since that time we have had eleven addi- 
tional cases, eight among the insane and 
three among the pauper class. The majority 
of these patients have been confined in the in- 
stitution from a few months toseveral years, 
some of them undoubtedly having had the 
disease previous to their admission. 

Common Where Corn Is Not Eaten. 

“Of the various theories concerning the 
causes of pellagra that one Mmcluding its re- 
lation to spoiled maize has been the most 
prominent. Despite the fact of a thorough 
supervision of corn production and distribu- 
tion in Italy by the government there still 
remain at date 100,000 cases of this disease. 
Not only this, but the fact that southern Italy 
uses little corn, whereas the disease is preva- 
lent in this section, and that in countries 
where corn is a staple article of diet pel- 
lagta does not occur, offers strong evidence 
fer those’ who uphold an anti-corn theory. 

“In contradistinction of the maize theory 
Dr. Sambon and Dr. Manson have offered 
much evidence in favor of a germ production 
of the disease, and it is alohe these lines 
that mych of the recent work on pellagra 
has been done. 

“The United States government as well as 
foreign governments and the medi pro- 
fession at large is at present actively en- 
gaged in the pursuit of the discovery of the 
cause of this disease, and it is hoped that 
their efforts may soon be rewarded, for until 
the cause can be definitely determined no ra- 
tional treatment can be established.”

Women of Outdoor Art League Will 
Add Building to Experiment 
Property. 


The bungalow erected\by the Chicago 
Woman's Outdoor Art league for the ‘City 
Garden association is nearing completion. It 
is loeated on the southwest corner of Mar- 
shall boulevard and Thir'y-first street, in the 
tract of twenty or more acres recently given 
the garden association by thé International 
Harvester company for the initial-vacant lot 
gardening experiment. 

The bullding is being erected under the 
guidance of a committee, of which Mrs.

Back from vacation come the cohorts that are to give Chicago one of the most 
brilliant seasons in the history of the musical west. yo dons a all denominations 
and creeds report day by day with lazy, throats and large determination as to 
results in this new musical year. Pianists with fingers too stiff for comfort, violiv- 
ists with bow arm lame from long sessions with paddle and fishing rod, tanned 


purveyors of melodious sounds through squally reeds and resounding brass all te!! 
the same story in unusual energy of speech. 


Verily, the shadows cast before are hearty prophets. 

There will be missing several of the stalwarts of last season. Foremost is the 
former leader of the Musical Art society, Clarence Dickinson. Mr. Dickinson has 
been for many years one of the influential musicians of Chicago; his standing as a 
theorist, as an organist, and as an artist of high attainments in the general field 


is too well established to demand extended comment here. “As conductor of the i 


Musical Art society he occupied a-unique position. He gave great assistance to 
the cult of choral music in one of its loveliest forms—that of the unaccompanied 
choir. Mr. Dickinson has transferred his energies to New York, more’s the pity. 
That sterling pianist, Ernesto Consolo, will be with us no more, for the father- 
land has reclaimed his genius. His loss is no inconsiderable thing. He is not only 
a good pianist, he is an*unusual musician, a chamber music player among a thou- 
sand. Also is the celebrated violinist, Hugo Heermann, departed this city. Mr. 
Heermann leaves behind him a large corps of admirers, for he is justly ranked 
among the masters of his instrument. 
: But this is uot of necessity a\ long lament for vanished glories. There are 
many uew faces to be noted among the leaders of the local cohorts. In the piano 
elan comes the celebrated Anton Foerster. Mr. Foerster has yet to become ar 
quainted with this his new home, for it is his first visit to this country. In the 
same peaceful invasion comes the renowned Alexander Sebald, the Hungarian 
violinist. The mere names of such men, who are known as masters, is sufficient 
cause for assurance as to the parts that will be played by them. Both Mr. Foer- 
ster and Mr. Sebald are announced as soloists. with the orchestra, as has been 
noted below. ' 
\ The Theodore Thomas orchestra season will be inaugurated Oct. 15 with the 
usual Friday afternoon matinée. No soloists will appear on this occasion. Thie 
has been the custom for several years past; to many it is a weleome change from 
the hero worship that is justifiably present in the case of a famous specialist of 
one persuasion or another. The feeling that orchestral music is of itself suffi- 
cient for complete artistic enjoyment seems to be a firm conviction in the minde 
of the orchestra’s patrons. Hence the first few programs of the season ate made 
up with charming disregard of the fact that engagements are more than welcome 
w most musicians after the long barren summer's rest. 


List of the Performers a Notable One. 


The list of soloists already announced so far is comprehensive; the season 
would not be complete without Mme. Gadski and Mme. Schumann-Heink: the 
Apollo Musical wil! assist in the performance of the Beethoven “ Ninth”; the list 
of pianists includes Mme. Carrenc, Mme. Samaroff, Bergei Rachmaninoff, Rosen- 
thal, Busoni, and Anton Foerster. The violinists promised are Miss Maud Powell, 
Alexander Sebald, Leopold Kramer, and Ludwig Becker. 

Two of the popular cellists of the orchestra will be heard—Messrs. Steindei 
and Brueckner; Wilhelm Middelschulte will make his annual appearance, ani 
Arthur Dunham, organist for several years with the Apollo club and the Mende's- 
sohn club, will come forward for the first time as soloist. The popular harpist of 
‘he organization, Enrico Tramonti, is announced also. 

The management is pleased in reporting an unusual sale for the coming season. 
The Friday matinée has been held out of the market for about two years, and 
there is no sign of change in thie respect.

Hic 
fummer vacation has been spent in Europe, since the end of the outdoor season, 
end the result of his strenuous rest is a long list of novelties with which to spice 
the regular programs of the orchestra concerts.

The 
date for this latter recital has not been set definitely, but will probably occur some

Fate of Musical Art Society Assured. 


As to the fate of the Musical Art society, it is possible to speak with assur- 
ence. Frederick A. Stock has consented to assume the mantle laid down by Mr.

@ choral conductor was the impulse of a significant tribute on the part of the 
Members of the organization.

On the occasion, the of the 
first New York performances of “ The Choc- 
olate Soldier,” a comic opera made from his 
comedy of *‘ Arms and the Man,” he cabled 
to the American adapter: “If the first New 
York audience appreciates this operetta, it 
should congratulate itself.” That uncon. 
ventionality is funny—except that ft was so 
funny seventeen years ago that people are 
a little weary of it. 3 

When the first performance of “ Lady 
‘Windermere’s Fan "’ reached its close there 
was a call for its author. The curtain partea 
and Oscar Wilde was revealed, a gold tipped 
cigaret in his hand, a green carnation in his 
buttonhole. “If London possesses the in- 
telligence to appreciate this play,” he gaid, 
“J congratulate London.”

Any play for the beauteous Lillian is a 
problem play necessarily. The problem isn't 
by the author, but for him. How shall he put 
her into action which, although all of it that 
is difficult is done by others, yet may make 
her seem to do a star actress’ of it? 
Bdmund Day solves it in *“* The Widow's 
Might,” by giving to her four cronies of her 
dead husband as trustees of her estate, and 
making all of them suitors for her hand in 
second marriage. A scoundrel steals the es- 
tate, but the fond trustees amicably share the 
loss among themselves, and let her know 
nothing of it. They can’t divide her into 
quarter sections as a joint wife, though, and 
their rivalry in courtship becomes quarrel- 
some.

Now, four dogs may fight over a single bone 
.and in a fyrious commotion the bone may be 
eo tossed and tumbled that, being the object 
of interest anyway, it looks as active as the 
dogs. I thought of that when she stood at 
the center of the stage, mute and moveless, 
while the four actors made farcical turbu- 

lence around her. 

Here is one of Day’s ways of rendering her 
@ fine sight. The stage is set with ornate 
architecture for the hallway of the widow's 
house. A long stairway leads to the story 
above. A ball is in progress. Well dressed 
people pass in and out. An eccentric matron 
is personated by Lillian’s sister, Susan West- 
ford, and a comely girl by her niece, Helen 
Ross. A pair of spooners sit on the lower 
steps and talk about the hostess. While they 
extol her, Lillian appears at the top of the 
stairway in a décolleté gown, slowly and 
silently descends in step to the music of a 
waltz in the adjacent drawing room, and 
until she gets all the way down to the two 
chatterers, they keep on in rapturous praise 
of her loveliness. A bold expedient, yet safe, : 
for although Lillian has been on view during 
one act already, she now gets new applause 
at this ingeniously prolonged and pictorial 
entrance in resplendent attire. 

Extremely faulty is this play. Day writes 

with a blunt pen, and his humor is dull, but 
he exploits Lillian Russell well. At the play's 
beginning the title would be spelled “ The 
Widow’e Mite,” from the fact that her four 
lovers call their secret contributions 
“mites” for her; but at the climax “ The 
Widow's Might” is right, for there she rc- 
gains her fortune and uses it mightily to 
save them from ruination in Wall street.

“This friend had me meet Drury Under- 
wood, manager for Henry Raeder, who 
owned ‘ The Storks.’ Mr. Underwood heard 
me sing. Then Mr. Raeder and Mr. Under- 
wood heard me sing. The result was that 
they made me such a flattering offer that for 
the moment I forgot the dreams of living 
in garrets in the music centers of Italy and 
in Paris. Now how would you feel if you 
had never earned a dollar in your life, and 
were suddenly offered as much per week as 
you had hoped to earn only after a dozen or 
more years of hard work, living on bread and 
milk for art'ssake? Well, I was just a school 
girl, and I- could not resist the offer. So I 
became a prima donna in * The Storks,’

“But now that I have had five years of 
musical comedy experience, my ambition to 
get into grand opera is more feverish than 
ever. That's what I am working for. That's 
why I moved up to Lake Bluff this summer. 
I can get out on the lake shore and, like the 
Greek orator of old, I can sing to the waves. 
Did you ever live in a hotel or an apartment 
building and try to keep up your practice? 
Don’t ever try. Take my advice and move 
to the country. 

“TI think every girl who has a good voice 
should aim above musical comedy. Think of 
the chances in grand opera. Think of how 
all the places at the top are being filled by 
foreign singers, who have not had the lure of 
high salaries in musjcal comedy to swerve 
them from their early ambitions... I think 
grand opera is increasing in popular favor in 
the United States. Philadelphia, Boston, 
New Orleans, and other cities besides New 
York have permanent opera houses, and Chi- 
eago seems about to get one... The ind 
opera managers, I believe, will find it profat- 
able to engage American singers as far ag 
they possibly can, and American girls who 
qualify will be well taken care of.

“ Theré are lots of girle on the American 
stage with voites that would make them 
Calvés, Sembrichs, Eameses, and Teétrazin- 
nis if they had the proper training.

of the Erba branch. 

The. late Prince Odescalchi's wife was 
formerly famous for her beauty and used to 
go by the name of La Bella del Tizziano, 
owing to her extraordinary resemblance to 
the most famous portrait by Titian. The 
prince was a queer mixture of radical and 
of patrician, bearing considerable analogy 
in this respect to. Maurice de Talleyrand- 
Perigord, Duc de Dino He was a great 
character in his way and renowned for his 
closeness in money matters. Althopgh his 
great wealth rendered it unnecessary for 
him to resort to any such means oftncreas- 


ing his income, he rented out most of the 


floors of hia superb palace, retaining only 
one of them for his own use. One of the

The principal country seat of the duke in 
England is Lilleshall. in Shropshire, The | 
house is modern, but In the Tudor style, with 
beautiful terrace gardens overlooking the 
ruins of a great Augustinian abbey granted 
to @ Leveson on the reformation. Perched 
on @ hill) Lilleshall surveys miles of glorious 
eountry, atretehing away: to the. Welsh hills 
in the Horizon. The estate Is 
valuable, mine underlying nearly every 
part. It ‘bathe int the duke’s famlly through 
the marriage of his ancestor, Sir Thomas 
Gower, to the daughter and heiress of Sir 
John Leveson in the seventeenth century. 


This union was the first of the numerous . 
fortunate marriages that have contributed | 


to the wealth and grandeur of the great 
houge Of which the duke of Sutherland is the 
chief.

The chief festivities in connection with 
the coming of age of young Lord Stafford, 
who ie an officer of that ‘pecullarly Scotch 
cavalry regiment, the Scots Greys, will 
take place next month at Dunrobin castle 
in Suthérilandshire, and King Edward, who 
thirty-seven years -ago was present at the 
coming of age of the present duke. will also 
be in evidence at the celebration of the ma- 
jority of the next duke. The king does this 
not only because he is one of the oldest 
friends of the duke and stood by him at the 
time of his quarrel with the late duke in 
connection with the latter’s second marriage, 
but also because this particular peer is the 
largest land owner in Great Britain. Infact, 
his estates in England and Scotland ertend 
over an area of something like 2.000 square 
miles. 

In this connection it is worthy of note that 
the duke is the only one of his order in the 
peerage who has not threatened to cut down 
hig employés’ wages and his charities. in 
the event of the finance measures of the gov- 
ernment becoming law. The Scotch estates, 
comprising one-sixteenth of the entire area 
of the kingdom of Scotland, came into the 
duke’s family through the marriage of the 
second Marquis of Stafford to the Countess 


of Sutherland, in 1785. Originally, the Gow- ‘ 


ers were a simple Yorkshire family, of good 
lineage. There was a Sir John Gower, who 
was standard-bearer to Prince Edward at 
the battle of Tewkesbury; and Sir Thomas 
Gower, the one who merried the daughter 
and heiress of Sir John Leveson, as above 
mentioned, was created a baronet by James 
I.. The fourth .baronet took the name of 
Leveson, in conjunction with that of Gower, 
and his son was created Lord Gower, whose 
8on married in succession three wives, each 
better portioned than her predecessor. 

I may add that the present duke is one of 
the co-heirgs of King: Robert Bruce, who, on 
his return from captivity in. England, dis- 
inherited his nephew, Robert Stewart, and 
proclaimed Alexander Sutherland, son-of the 
seventh Earl of Sutherland and of Lady Mar- 
garet Bruce, heir to the throne of Scotland. 
But the new heir died, and Lady Margaret 
had no other children at that time. Later 


on King Robert Bruce and Robert Stewart | 


became reconciled, and the lattér was again 
proclaimed heir to the throne. Soon after 
this, Lady Margaret had another son, who, 
if he had been born a little earlier, would 
have been the founder of a royal Sutherland 
dynasfy in Scotland.

From Joba de ffarington, who was lord of 
Leyland in 1313, until a few weeks ago his 
descendants in the direct male line, twenty- 
six generations of them, have occupied the 
same estates in Lancashire, and have been 
lords of the manor of Leyland and squires of 
warden in Lancashire.

King George, whose “real name is William, 
has long been anxious to abandon his crown 
and to quit Greece for a more congenial 
atmosphere. His scepter has become a bur- 


den almost too heavy to bear, and, if the 
truth were Anown, he is heartily sick of 


Athers and of his Hellenic surroundings. 
He \oves Paris, delights in Aix-les-Bains, 
where he formed a large number of Ameri- 
can friendships, and has built for himself 
a beautiful home in Denmark, to which all 
his most precious belongings have been 
“transferred. He designed it with the ob- 
ject of spending there the eventide of his 
life among the people of the land of his 
birth and among his relatives, nbd longer a 
prey. to the cares of state and to the onerous 
ebligations of constitutional monarchy.. but 
free 
quaintances;and to invite and entertain 
whomsoever he pleases without any regard . 
to political consideratiogs. 


a 
If he has remained on at Athens for the 
last ten years against his own inclinations 
it is because he felt that he owed a certain 
debt to the great powers—that is to say, 
especially to Great Britain, France, and 
Russia. who for nearly half a century have 
been contributing each $20.000 a year to his 
civil list, the only instance within my 
knowledge of a European sovereign being 
openly and admittedly in the pay of foreign 
governments and dependent upon (hem for 
half of his income ; s 
Then, too, King George has entertained 
the species of forlorn hope that he might 


be able to preserve the throne of Greece for 


his eldest son, the duke of Sparta. and for 
the latter’s boys, the oldest of whom, Prince 
George. is now in his twentieth year. These 
hopes with regard to the crown prince and 
the latter’s children seem doomed to. dis- 
appointment. For the king has been forced 
by a military pronunciamento to remove his 
five sons and his eldest grandson from the 
commands which they held in thé army and 
in the navy and to grant to each one of them 
leave of absence for a residence of several! 
years abroad, which is equivalent to their 
expatriation and to their exile. 

Moreover, he has been compelled to con- 
sent to the nomination as commander in 
chief of the army in the place of the crown 
prince of Gen. Smolentz. The general has 
always been a bitter enemy of the crown 
prince and of the latter’s brothers, and has 
never ceased since the war between Greece 
and Turkey in 1897 to assert that the igno- 
minious defeat of the Hellenic kingdom by 
the sublime porte was entirely due to the 
duke of Svarta on land and to Admiral 
Prince Ge geatsea. Gen. Smolentz. a man 
of Dalmatian origin, is the type par ex- 
cellence of the Greek officer, who, through 
his political intrigues and his revolt against 
every principle of discipline, hag been the 
bane of the army, renderirmg it the laughing 
stock of Europe and the curse of modern 
Greece. 


—~o- 

When the crown prince, in the autumn of 
1896, saw his country drifting into hostilities 
with Turkey he warned the war department 
at Athens, times without number, that the 
army was absolutely unprepared to enter 
upon a campaign. The Infantry was armed’ 
with thé. condemned Gras: rifle; which the’ 
French government had sold to Greece at 
$2 apiece. The cartridges were over fifteen 
years old, and to fire at 500 yards it was 


necessary to raise the sight to 800, so infefior 5. 


was the quality of the powder. The cavairy 
was non-existent. .The artillery. wag armed 
with an ineffective and obsolete weapon, 
while the supply of officers was deplorably 
small. In many companies numbering 400 
men there was but one officer, and he a 
worthy business man, ignorant of the game 
of war. 

The crown prince’s own chief of staff was 
an Athenian architect, but not a trained-sol- 
dier. His divisional commanders had never 
handled a brigade, nor his regimental leaders 
a“cOmpany. Fro eneral to,private, the 
Greek soldier had no idea of discipline—which 
is equally foreign to his naturetoday. Each 
man did and does as he pleased:and the worst 
case in this respect during the last war was, 
according tv the crown prince, that very 
Smolentz, who has just been appointed gen- 
eralissimo. 


—~+- 

Early on the morning of the battle of 
Domokas the crown prince, seeing that the 
Turkish attack would be on his center, sent 
orders to Smolentz, who was in command of 
a corps of 12,000 men, only six miles away, 
to.move up to the left, and to strengthen the 
fiank of the main army. To this order 
Smolentz paid no attention, although he was 
under the .crown prince’s orders. As the 
Turkish attack waxed hotter: the’ onown 
prince sent aide-de-camp after aide-de-camp 
ordering Smolentz to hasten to his support 
with his 12,000 fresh men. Finally, towards 
evening, Smolentz sént a reply, that having 
communicated with Athens he had received 
authority from the war department there 
not to leave his position. There was a 
moment in the battle of Domokos when. in 
the opinion of the foreign military attachés; 
both at Turkish and Grecian headquarters. 
a counter attack by the Greeks would have 
changed the fortunes of the day. It was 
towards the evening. But the crown prince 
had no reserves to bring up, and Smolentz, 


with 12,000 fresh men, was still six miles

With the discovery that acquired qualities are not 
transmissible science has come up against a dead wall. it can offer 
no explanation of the facts of high intelligence and saintly life. The 
child of a saint may be a profligate; the child of a genius may be a 
dolt.. Genius “comes out of the iblue,”’ 

This glory of humanity, from the scientific standpoint, seems out- 
side the law of causation. Science does not tell us how to build 
strong minds and pure hearts for the future. 
us. with an arbitrary will, but she leaves us without explanation of 
human inequalities. She tells us that the drunkard bequeaths to his 
children bodies ne to disease, but she does not explain why some 
unhappy children are the recipients of the hideous legacy. 

Reincarnation restores justice to God and power to man, ‘Bvery 
human spirit enters into buman life a germ, without knowledge, with- 
out conscience, without discrithination.. By experience, pleasant and 
painful, man gathers materials, and, as before explained, biiilds them 
into mental and moral faculties. Thus the character he is born with 
is self-made, and marks the stage he has reached in his long evolu-

MPRISONMENT for life at hard 
labor should be the punishment 

a of habitual criminals. ‘The pro- 

we een ceeds of their work. at a fair rate 

eijease Of compensation, should be ap- 
portioned to the support of their 
famities; to reimburse the state for the ex- 
pense of their trial and maintenance, and 
to their victim for restitution. A man there- 
fore would hesitate to perpetrate his fourth 
crime if he knew that conviction would be 
followed by life imprisonment. 

‘the gross injuetice of modern penal meth-, 
ods is demonstrated by the well known fact 
that the innocent wife and children are too 
often the greater sufferers from the punigh- 
ment which society inflicts upon a crimi- 
nal father. The man is relieved of’ all.re- 
sponsibility for the support of himself and 
family.and is himeelf assured of abundance 
of food, necessary clothing, and fairly com- 
fortabie shelter in return for labor that is 
rarely arduous, and which he may be able 
to shirk to a limited extent. 

In ‘light jail senténces for minor misde- 
meanors, no work is exacted from the cul- 
prit, and he simply loafs, amply provided 


for by the state whose laws he has violated j 


This is particularly aggravating in the case 
of wife beaters, causing many a poor woman 
to plead for leniency for the brute who has 
misused her, lest she and her children suffer 
for bread,

Work and plenty of it is the best method 
of reforming criminals. The thug, holdup 
man, and the loafer are well aware that 
police stations, jails, and almshouses have 
open doors, hot coffee, and pleasant reading 
rooms for their comfort and encouragement, 
and this class is far too selfish to care how 
their families are faring. in.the absence of 
husband and father. Indeed, she willful de- 
sertion of wife and children is becoming a 
serious problem for charity organizations 
to cope with. 

The present penal system seems almost to 
put @ premium on vice and crime for this 
class ef offenders. There is no limit to the 
numbér of times which they may be con- 
victed and serve sentences. No amount of 
imprisonment deters them from further 
wrongdoing. In fact, they seem-~-embold- 
ened by the number of sentences which they 
serve out, untll even rourder may be added 
to their list of crimes.

“The present day stage has graced more 
absolutely vulgar absurdities—absurd inas- 
much as they are unreal and ridiculous— 
than were ever before perpetrated on hu- 
manity.

Shock for Audience 
by Lightning Method. 


Playing with the elements is one of the 
favorite pastimes of theatrical producers. No 
matter how satiated with levity an audience 
may find itself, the crash of thunder, the 
flash of lightning—stage thunder and stage 
lightning, of course—or the employment of 
any other of the tricks that the magicianly 
producer always keeps up his sleeve invari- 
ably will inspire awe and compel silent at- 
tention, 

In staging the utterance of nature, how- 
ever, the producer finds himself up against 
the problem of keeping his unloosed the- 
atrics within bounds. Beyond a certain point 
an audience is likely to become terrified, in- 
stead of captivated and entertained, It was 
a problem of this kind that Manager Singer 
encountered when he put om the second act 
storm scene in “ The Goddess of Liberty.”’ 

There have been many thunder and light- 
ning and rain storms pictured on the stage 
and most of them have conta&ined about all 
the terror that ambitious craftsmen could 
devise. The Princess manager wanted to 
go them all one better and after much de- 
liberation he hit upon the scheme of having 
a bolt of lightning flash from the stage sky 
and tumble over a tree right over the heads 
of his prima donna and the leading man. 

As the idea was worked out the crash 
comes after a series of terrifying claps of 
thunder and much use of the arc lights 
back stage. Accompanied by a noise like 
a gatling gum shot, a ball of fire drops from 
above and strikes a tree trunk, leveling it 
to the earth in the Berkshire forest at night 
as if impelled by the withering hand of a 
doomsday destroyer. The faint hearted in 
the audience might well look forward to 
the destruction of Sallie Fisher and George 
Parsons, who are seeking shelter nearby, 
for they have been talking about death and 
| taking a last farewell. But an end to their 
fears is hastened by a drenching rain that 
seems to afford relief to the mock nature at 
work.

At the risk of destroying the idols of the few 
it must be said the ball player of twenty 
years ago was not the ball player of today 
In many more ways than one, whatever may 
have been the relative brilliance and ability 
ef the former stars compared to those of to- 
day. It is not necessary to go into particu- 
lars. Major league baseball clubs today not 
only are welcomed but are sought as guests 
at hotels which would not knowingly have 
admitted a professional ball player to its 
accommodations a dozen or fifteen years ago. 
There are now @ score of collegians in the 
professional ranks for every one twenty 
years ago. Despite the great increase in the 
number of clubs and players there is one 
illiterate, ill mannered player where there 
were twenty such only a few years since. If 
any one had talked about building a baseball 
pliant such as those now in use at the Phila- 
deiphia and St. Louls American league and 
the Pittsburg National league grounds, or 
under process of construction‘for the use of 
the White Sox and Cleveland clubs next 
year, they would have been thought fit sub- 
jects for insane asylums.

As a rule, however, your profestiona! shop-— 
lifter has a choice assortment of checks to 
fit any article he may wish to have exchanged 
or refunded on, which he has accumulated, 
by pickinng them up off the counters or floors 
where customers have carelessly thrown 
them after receiving their purchases. 

Any live house detectiye in a large depart- 
ment store can tell amusing experiences of 
the wiles and ways of shoplifters, and if he 
be broad minded and candid can tell also of 
many instances where he has been clearly 
outwitted by clever shoplifters whom he has 
been ‘shadowing ” and who became aware 
of his identity. Your live, up to the second 
shoplifter knows that the best way to throw 
a house detective off his trail is to purchase 
a large bill of goods under his nose and have 
it sent C. O. D. to a fashionable address, fre- 
quently giving a number which does not exist. 

A house detective in a large popular priced 
State street store has a unique method of 


dealing with shoplifters who become aware 


of his identity, yet go from counter to counter 
looking at gooda purely to spite him. He has 
a large sized needle which he slyly jabs into 
their arms at evéry occasion when they stop 
at acounter. Of course they make a bluff.at 
being highly indignant, but the detective is 
unconcernedly ——e in another direction 
and secretly hoping they will. raise a fuss 
with him, when he will have ample excuse 
to resort to hia favorite pastime—he is a 
noted rough and tumbi¢ fighter. But the 
shoplifters know well of his ability as a 
fighter and their own shady reputations, and, 
realizing the futility of any resentment, they 
usually quietly slip out of the store through 
the nearest convenient doorway.

You may need to have two vans in any 
case, one of them full and the other half full.

So 
the first step to economical moving is-to get 
this hidden stuff out somewhere, sort it, and 
put what you are determined to keep where 
it can be seen by the man who comes to make 
your estimate on wagons, .

But the smaller thick, fine books should be 
wrapped and then packed in soap boxes, 
Don't set larger boxes, for a big box of 
books is an absolutely impossible proposition 
to the moving man and will tire out two men 
entirely when ‘they have lifted other big 
pieces with comparative ease. vou 
don’t want anything smaller than p boxes,

The women of the 
family will find them the best places for their 
sewing, work baskets, trimmings, piece bags, 
accessories of wearing apparel, smaller hats 
and waists, and nice gowns that have to ba 
stuffed with tissue paper. If you make the 
contents of the drawers light enough you can 
lock them if you want to. 

Now, as to a gp same chiffoniers: If you 
are going to save on the time for “ in work ” 
unecrew all the mirrors and high backs from 
them yourself. This is one of the things 
the mover has to do if you don’t. Have ali 
the contents of your desks sorted ahead, 
whether you pack yourself or not; these 
should be wrapped in small packages, 
labeled and packed in a soap box like the 
books, 

Pillows should be tied in bundles not *oo 
large. You can treat sofa pillows and bed 
pillows in same way, while old counterpan+ss 
are good to tie them in. The mattresses 
shopld be rolled and tied and then covered 
with old quilts or comforts. Tie your blan- 
kets in bundles; you may put down com- 
forts in drawers if you want'to. Otherwise 
treat them Ifke the pillows.

To save still further beside doing your own 
packing, here is what the clerk in a moving 
company, who had to hire the van to move 
his things just like anybody else, did toward 
getting ready to move.

In most cases in Chicago t storage 
warehouses and packing service, fo 
and otherwise, grew out of ordinary carting 
and van business ordinarily known as mov- 
ing, . In preparing to move great distances 
scientifically they acquired*the facilities to 
move little distances ecientifically. -But when 
they did it the unexpected happened., It was 
one of those funny things which sometimes 
happened in business where the by-products 
exceeded the original product. 

Now storage and packing and shipping 
form the biggest part of every moving busi- 
nes# where the city moving is a mere accom- 
modation, which the successful warehouse- 
man would rather not engageinatall. That 
is the reasOn that it pays the mover every 
year if possible to move before the time for 
general filtting. That is the reason that you 
need never look hopefully forward to tne sup- 
ply of moaying wagons being great enough on 
the first week of May or October so that you 
can get one at anything like the usual price 
if you have not engaged it long beforehand.

AS Chicago the distinction of having 

the hottest and the coldest jobs in 

the world included in its industrial 

range? Two industrial establish- 

ments, twelve miles apart, byt both 
within a stone's throw of Lake Michigan, 
claim this supremacy for Chicago. 

The mills of the lilinois Stee] company at 
South Chicago provide at least 1,000 people 
with the hottest jobs in the world—jobs in 
which one untimely move, one careless yawn, 
an accidental slip of the foot, may cause the 
cremation of one or more men. Atleast 1,000 
men face blazing fires and boiling metal for 
twelve hours a day. 

The extreme opposite of these hottest jobs 
fs furnished by the cold storage warehouse 
at Indjane avenue and Fifteenth street, 
where more butter, meat, poultry. and eggs 
are stored than in Any other cold storage 
Plant in the country. Here between thirty 
and fifty people work summer and wigter 
in a temperature 10 degrees or more below 
zero. 

Diametrically as these two establishments

Hats are the vital Question just now, fo 

Parisian begins to think of her see sili ontine. 
fore the summer is over, and also she begins to wear 
it many weeks before it is shown or almost thought 
of in America. The fact that there is still an ele- 
ment of uncertainty as regards the coming styles 
makes the purchase of any headgear more or less of 
@ gamble, for whether they are to be large or small 
high or low, massive or delicate, betrimmed or of the 
most severe simplicity must be left to the future. It 
is like the swing of the pendulum, it may go up or it 
may go down, and all one can do is to watch and wait 
until it gets down to its steady work. 


One thing, however, is absolutely sure, and that 
fs that the first of the autumn’s offerings are to be 
small, a return to the ever popular toque and the long 
discarded turban. The smartest hats in the best es- 
tablishments are distinctly on less ample lines than 
have been seen for several seasons, and although 
these may be but a passing fancy they are preémi- 
Rently “the thing” now. 

= 

Velvet, tulle, a long haired soft cloth and silk 
enter into the construction of these new hats and for 
the most part the colors are rather somber, but they 
have a tremendous amount of dash and .chic and when 


put on at just the right angle, and that they must be, 
are most fetching. 


As for the trimmings the preference seems to be 


given to all kinds of feathers and wings in place of 
flowers, foliage and plumes such as were used so much 
last winter. Aigrettes have the first claim in the way 
of smartness and nothing could be more jaunty than 
some of these rather diminutive affairs decorated with 
huge choux of tulle and upstanding wavy feathers. 
White and black are of course always a safe and sure 
choice, but there are also some beautiful aigrettes 
and other similar feathers, osprey and the Mke, which 
come in wonderful colorings and are most éffective. 

There is also a new sort of wing that makes*a 
stunning trimming and is to be had in the deeper 
shades, such as bright blue, a rich brown and several 
tomes af green. It is a long and much curved wing 
made of fine feathers which lie perfectly fiat. At first 
giance it looks like a heavy piece of mirror velvet 
which has been pressed into a fluted shape and fitted 
on the side of the hat. Used in connection with the 
new furry cloth the contrast is striking. 

At Caroline Reboux's, where some of the smartest 
of the new toques and turbans were seen, the trim- 
ming was in mdoést cases subordinate to the shape. 
They were all intended to be worn well down over the 
head, some quite ering the hair and being simply 
a frame to the fate. An important looking one had 
the brim turned up much higher in back than front 
and this was quite,untrimmed but for a small osprey 
placed almost drectly in front. The hat itself showed 
a crown of velvet and brim of plush felt. 

Another which turned up evenly was absolutely 
round, the crown being an inch or two higher than the 
brim, and as the material was of the long cloth it was 
heavy and massive looking, & characteristic of many. 
One model of velvet and tulle, the color being black, 
wee made of alternate folds of the two materials. 
There was no upstanding brim to this, but the hat 
was built up fully nine inches in height and was per- 
fectly round Its trimming consisted of a huge soft 
chou of tulle in the center of which was a short ai- 
grette, also black, and this was placed well toward the 
front. 

The arrangement of trimmings is one of the 
marked differences between the turbans and the toques. 
The former are trimmed rather stiffly and usually well in 
front, while in the latter whatever is employed in the 
way of trimming is kept low and much at the side. 

Some of the silk turbans are most fascinating and 
they are delightfully comfortable to wear. They look 
quite like a Turkish head dress, for the material is 
wound around on a crinoline form, which in itself is 
as light as can be, and these are generally without 
trimming, except for a tassel or a big cabochon at 
one side. Many of these hats are made to match a 
certain costume, that is in color. and the prettiest of 
these are of figured silk, either foulard or a new silk 
that is somewhat heavier, but is also patterned. 

Some of the colors are charming, @ mulberry on 
which is seen a conventional design of sulphur, gull 
green figured in black, tea color with queer spots of 
deep red or purple, or in fact almost any combina- 
tion that one may select. The hata are made of two

Several of the large establishments, notably Cal- 
lot and Beer, are making up some beautiful long man- 
tles intended for evening wear for early fall, and with 
an extra lining they can easily be made to do duty for 
ball and opera cloaks for all winter.

x After the first three pieces, done in colored 
. hread on unbleached muslin—which were 
shown some time ago—have been success- 
- Pally done, the children can be advanced to 
‘the working on white cloth. But the practice 
pieces must still be the unbleached white 
muslin. Take a piece six inches square and 
have the child measure in two inches from 
Ome end. Make a slight crease in the cloth 
to indicate the place. At the other end of the 
cloth and the opposite corner as well have 
two inches measured off and the spot marked 
with a crease. Fold the cloth at both ends 
on the creases and make a fold t ugh the 
Cloth fruan one point vo the other. 

Children's attention should be caited to the 
fact that the creased Mneisabiasone. whe 
equare is cut in half on this bias line and the 
two narrow ends are put together, also the 
bias edges, and the piece is basted from tas 
top to the bottom in a quarter inch seam. It 
will help to keep a straight seam line if the 
feam is creased first. The seam is to bea 
felied one, and is made by using three run- 
ning stitches, followed by a half back stitch; 
this is done to strengthen the seam. The 
stitches should be as nearly like a smali 
machine stitch as possible. 

After the seam has been done the entire 
length in this manner, three runs and a haif 
back stitch, then the edge which is held 
towards you in the sewing is cut to within 
an eighth of an inch of the sewing. Then 
the other edge of the seam is held towards 
you, the raw edge turned under with the 
needie as you go, and hammed down with the 
finest possible stitches. Before the ..em- 
ming down is done the seam should be well 
creased from the right side so that there will 
be no fullness of the material after the hem- 
ming is done.

The next thing will bd to tear off another 
piece of the muslin, six inches long, and this 
time only two inches wide. Baste this 
strip to the straight edge of the piece 
which has just been finished, this time hav- 
ing the seam come on the right side. It its 
to be a French seam and is made by putting 
in a fine running stitch as near'the edge as ft 
can goand still hold. Ofcourse if there were 
frayed edges left from the tearing, these 
@hould all be neatly trimmed off before even 
the basting is done. 

After the sezm has been run, crease it flat, 

and turn to the wrong side, then turn the 
material so that the seam is folded inside, 
ané the second sewing is done so that the 
raw edge of the seam is covered. On seams. 
‘where there is no strain a running stitch 
will do; but usually there should be the two 
runs and a half back stitch. The finished 
geam should not be over an eighth of an inch 
. wide. 

This seam is used on al] blouses that are not 
boned, on shirt waists, unlined skirts, and on 
Mnugerie also. It is aleo used largely on chil- 
G@ren's and babies’ clothes, and the felled 
scam is used on some children’s and babies’ 
garments.

The next thing will be to teach the over- 
hand stitch, and for this two pieces of the 
unbleached muslin, each one two and one- 
half by six inches are torn off. There must 
be a selvage edge to each one. The two

Overhanded. This is a small stitch taken 
Over two fokied or selvage edges, and can 

- @asily be seen from the diagram. Often- 
times in printed or woven goods where there 
is a figure the pattern will go to the selvage 
edge, and to match the cloth the selvage 
edges are folded together; then sometimes 
it happens that in patching. or matching 
the edges have to be folded back and the 
‘folded edges are the ones overhanded. 

Seams are sometimes overhanded together, 
and when gauging is used it is overhanded to 
the band. Seams to be overhanded should 
always be accurately basted first and the

Work on this Httle sanypler is a decided 
advance and three new things are taught. 
First, the overhanding, then hemming, and 
finally the sewing of a lace edge to cloth.

The two sides are hemmed and across the 
lower end also, and when three or four sides 
of a thing are to be hemmed the two sides 
should be hemmed first and then the hem- 
ming is done across the end or ends. The 
reason should be apparent, for the work 
makes a much better appearance than when 
it is done in the opposite manner. A hem 


is laid by folding an edge over twice, andthe 


first turning should always be a narrow one, 
while the second turning is made the width 
desired for the hem. 

In basting a straight hem where there are 


seams, stripes, or plaids, the various parts | 


should lie exactly over themselves when the 
hem is folded. In folding hems in many ma-

terials the first edge will stay folded by 
creasing, but in woolens or any other elastic 
materials it is necessary to baste the first 
fold down and the second one also.

The material to be hemmed is held lightly 
between the thumb and forefinger of the left 
hand, and a stitch is taken first threugh the 
material close to the fold and right on 
through the folded edge, in both instances 
taking in as little of the material ag possible. 
Holding the work in the left hand as has 
just been directed, the needle should come 
up opposite the middle of the thumb in a 
slanting position and the stitches should be 
slanting on both right and wrong sides. 

It is used to finish the bottoms of skirts and 
many other garments, and is sometimes used 
to ornament a garment, It is the finish for 
table linen and many pieces of fancy work 
also. After this piece has been done well in 
the unbleached muslin, have it copied in 
the longcloth, and to the longcloth piece the 
lace ig sewed.

Once and a half the length of the plain 
edge is the usual allowance made in sewing 
on a lace edge. The lace can be gathered 
by pulling up a thread which will be found 
in the edge, and then the ends of the lace are 
hemmed in a narrow hem and the edges 
pinned to the edges of'the hem. Find the 
middle of the lace and pin to the middle of 
the width of the piece, which in this instance 
will be where the selvage edges aré joined. 
Overhand the lace te the cloth, using as sma!! 
stitches as possible. ‘This also means that 
they must not be taken in any deeper than 


need be, else they will show badly and make 
a hard edge. 5 , 

The third and last piece to be shown this 
time shows still two other kinds of hems, and 
this piece is done at once in the longcloth. 
Practice on the unbleached muslin should no 
longer be necessary. One thing should be 
borne in mind in this work-—it is folly to go 
to a new piece as long as the one in hand is 
too difficult to do well 

Three pieces of longcloth are torn off, one of 
them six inches long and four and three- 
quarterg wide another six inches long and 
one three-quartera wide and another six inch- 
es long by three and one-quarter wide. To

This is called a facing sometimes, 
and where the surface is curved this “ fac- 
ing” should be cut on a true bias, as it will 
fit much better.

How to Increase Wear of Shoes.

The durability of footgear. more so than of 
any other article of wear, depends on the 
quality of material and grade of workman- 
ship, but the fact cannot go unobserved that 
faulty habits of walking and poor physical 
poise not only affect the shape and the fit 
of the shoe but help to wear out the leather 
in a deplorably short time. 

We hear one woman say that she couldn't 
entirely wear out a pair of pumps in a 
twelvemonth if she tried; another sighingly 
exclaims that it takes a small fortune to keep 
herself respectably shod, and that she never 
gBeems ito have any presentable shoes in. re- 
serve. Of course the difference is not #0 
much in the shoe leather, but in the owners’ 
respective modes of walking and the amount 
of common sense they use. when buying 
ehoes. :

Suede Shoes Cleaned Like Gloves. 


Dusty suede shoes improve readily under 
an ordinary clothes brush, andif stained or 
mottled can be sent to the cleaners, where 
they go through the same process as suede 
and kid gloves. Canvas slippers. unless bad- 
ly stained, can be whitened with French 
chalk or ground pumice stone. Patent leath- 
ers are poor propositions for sero weather, 
for no matter of what quality they are apt to 
crack and peal and render the whole shoe un- 
wearable. 

Button shoes never look trim unless the 
buttons are sewed on tightly and never al- 
lowed to hang by a thread. Of course they 
should not be.tacked on until the shoe is 
broken in, as the leather always gives in 
wearing, and a, loose shoe annoys quite as 
much as a tight one tortures. 

One woman. always distinguished for her 
sartorial primmess, after purchasing. a pair 
of button shoes. has the buttons sewed on, 
six stitches a plece; with No. 40 Jinen thread. 
After a week they are carefully tacked on 
with an allowance of a quarter of an inch. 
With every pair of lace shoes she buys three 
teces, discarding an old pair every fortnight.

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Among the famous violins of the world the 
“ Bott Strad,” now in Chicago, perhaps has had a 
more dramatic history than any other. During its 
two centuries of existence it has been in the possession 
of many. collectors and of not a few noted players. 
It has been pawned by starving musicians who would 
not sell it outright, though offered fortunes for it. It 
has been stolen, losi, and recovered again after years. 
Patti once offered jeans Boti free thousand dollars 
for it, and he refused, though ai the time he was 
suffering the greatest privations. 11 was stolen from 
Bott and he died of a broken heart before it was 
found again. This precious instrument, weighing 
less than a pound, is now valued alten thousand 
dollars, and its: yalue increases as the years -go ‘by. 
The following narrative was prepared by a music 
lover who has studied the history of the celebrated 
“ Bott Strad,” and in it the violin tells its own story. 


ND it may be that I wil] go back to Ham- 
burg.” said the Bott Stradivarius, shifting 
uneasily in its position in the great safe. 
“Chicago has never felt like home to me, 
although this is the second time that I 
have felt its lake breezes. 
“It is strange that in a life of nearly 
two centuries most of my troubles have 
come in ii last few years that I have been tm the 
western hemisphere. Since then there has been trouble 
not only for me but heartbreaking tragedy for those ! 
love best. 

“Many others who have come in contact with me 
have been drawn into the clutches of the Nemesis 
which has seemed to pursue me since 1 came into the 
new world. It is only the last four or five years that 
I have had peace, but there has been ttle inspiration 
in my existence, as my late owner, Archibald Mitchell, 
who is @ collector of violins, has divided his admira- 
tion among so many of us. There was the Earl Strad 
and the Healy Strad and the Jarnowick Guarneri to 
share in the wonder and admiration which ere glways 
lavished on the Cremona violins, and I have had to 
take only a share. 

“This last fancier, however, who is looking at 
me, has come from Berlin all the way to Chicago in 
order to see the ‘Bott Strada,’ which is the name I new 
go by. It may be that I will go back with him, and if 


I do it can’t be that fate will keep me much longer 


from the city of my happiest days, Hamburg. They 
tell me I'm worth thirty times my weight in gold, but 
that doesn’t keep one from being homesick.

An Aristocrat in Old Days. 

“I was an aristocrat in those Roce, and was known 
as the “Duke of Cambridge.” I had long hung in the 
music room of that lord, who had flitted around Burope 
in his early days. He had an intimate friend, Morit 
Hausaman by name, who like himself was musical. 
They were together when the duke bought me and 
strangely enough they fetched me to Mngland by way 
of Haussman’s home at Hamburg, though my best 
memories of that place were later when I was there 
with my beloved owner. Herr Bott. 

“ Before the duke bought me I had changed owners 
many times and had drifted around Burope, becoming 
more and more seasoned to produce the beatiful 
strains that were afterwards brought from me, by @ 
sort of course or sowing my wild,.oats, It had been 
some years since I had come out of the little violin 
shop at Cremona. My master had made me in his old 
age and many considered me his masterpiece, although 
there were some that declared that his first work was 
best.

When one goes to Alaska, be he president or pros- 
pector. he embarks at Seattle, far Seattle is the gate- 
Way and owes much of her municipal progress to that 
fact. The first glimpse of Alaska is had in about two 
days. This is the coast country, and it is no more 
like the interior of the territory than Florida is like 
Kansas. (The comparison, in fact, does not adequately 
describe the difference.) It is in southeastern Al 
that the oldest settlements are situated and it is to 
that part of the territory that nearly all the lode min- 
ing is confined 


Itinerary of yee to All. 

Here is a provisional] itinerary covering a region 
which may well interest every class of persons who 
travel—those who go to see the sights, those who go 
seeking a change of climate which will improve their 
health. those who go seeking investments for capital, 
and all others. Select June, July or August for the 
trip, because the rains along the coast are less fre- 
quent during the midsummer season. Leave Seattle 
on any of the steamers on the Seattle-Skagway route;

southern branch of the Yukon, you will add 550 miles to 
this remarkable river journey. Passing down the river 
from Eagle, the towns of Circle, Fort Yukon and Ram- 
part are visited, and then the steamer calls at Fort 
Gibbon, which is situated at the confluence of the 
Yukon and the Tanana. 

When President Taft goes to Alaska he will cer- 
tainly make another steamer trip, going from Fort 
Gibbon up the Tanana river, 275 miles to Fairbanks. 
This is perhaps the largest town in Alaska, and it is 
the center of a great gold placer mining district. It 
is only six years old, yet it is a substantial town, with 
police and fire departments, city water and city lights, 
and an intelligent, moor una" population. 


Alaskan Soil Remarkably Productive. 
Despite the high latitude of the Tanana valley, of 
which Fairbanks is the principal settlement, the cli- 
mate is unsurpassed and the soll is remarkably pro- 
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valleys of the tributary streams were almost unex- 
plored until a few years ago. 

President Taft will probably go up the Yukon 
from St. Michael, but the visitor who has come down 
the river from Dawson and Eagie will resume his jour- 
ney. at the mouth of the Tanana by going from Fort 
Gibbon to St. Michael. There are several interesting 
intermediate settlements, including Holy Cross mission, 
where there is a school and a farm. 

The traveler who goes down the Yukon as far as 
St. Michael, either for pleasure or for business, will 
visit Nome. This town, the name of which is perhaps 
more familiar to the public at large than that of any 
other town in Alaska. is on the shore of Bering sea, 
115 miles northwest of St. Michael. The whole Yukon 
valley and Tanana country is wooded, but Nome is in 
the tundra region, where there are no trees.

In fact, the Sewart peninsula, of which Nome is 
the largest settlement, is as different from the Yukon 
and Tanana valleys as those valleys are from south- 
eastern Alaska It is impossible to tmagine any land- 
scape more uninteresting than that which stretches 
away on three sides of Nome; yet thé place is exceed- 
ingly attractive to the average visiter. The placer 
mines are chiefly in the tundra, which on the surface 
jooksa so unpromising, although there is still much ac- 
tivity on the creeks among the low hills back of the 
toWn. ;

Alike ’'in General Lines. 


From the rear, examining the heads of, 
the two men, one sees the likeness between 
them.

The poison is not Mmited té the leaves of 
the plant, but prevails in all parts, and even 
the handling of cordwood to which the cead 
vine had attached itself has caused cases 
of winter poisoning. The poison has been 
‘eos to remain for years in the dead and 
Cciec stem, flowers.and root of the plant. 

A doctor cannot always be quickly reached, 
In a case of pcisoning. but there is a simple 
remecy any one can apply. It is a solution 
of sugar of lead in weak alcohol. Itis worth 
trying and has often proved to be effective, 
but the lead itself, it must be remembered,

The United States department of agri- 
culture gives the folloWing remedy: 

“In practice itis not desirable to use strong 
aloghol, which ts apt to .be too irritating to 
a sensitive surface, buL a weaker grade of 
from 50 to 75 per cent Is recommended, To 
this, powdered sugar of lead is to be added 
until no more will readily dissolve. Phe 
milky fluid should then be well rubbed into 
the affected skin, and the operation repeat- 
ed several times during the course of a few 
days. The itching is at once relieved, and 
the further spread of the eruption is 
checked. The remedy has been tried in a 
large number of cases and always has proved 
sucéessful. It must be Pemembered, how- 
ever, that the lead solution is poisonous if 
taken internally. In destroying poison ivy or 
simflar plants by burning great care should 
_be taken not to inhale the smoke."’

A map showing the distribu- 
tion of the proposed census lines in Chicago 
is now in’ Prof. Hotchkiss’ possession. 
Whether this improvement‘ will be carried 
out or if the ward system will be retained 
is not certain, as the new mode is more ex- 
pensive than the other and the governmient 

,» may decide not to make the extra outlay. 

“ Originally the ‘ block system’ was con- 
templated. By this method each city block 
is made a unit of population. It is the ideal 
system, but it was rejected by the govern- 
ment as being too expensive. The forty acre 
idea is a ecémpromise, and even this is not 
certain of adoption.”

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Art Institute Acquires New Treasures.

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APOTHEOSIS Soieenes 


HE’ Art institute has lately n pre- 
sented with three old Wedgewood 
vases by James Viles of Lake Forest. 
They are the best specimens of the 
famous jasper imvented by Josiah 
Wedgewood and are worth In the aggregate 
$4,000. Dr. Frank Gunsaulus, always brows- 
ing around the curio shops of London on his 
‘trips abroad, discovered these vases and 
brought them to America, obtaining them 
from Rathbone, an English collector. 
A copy of the Borghese vase was presented 
_ to the institute about a month ago and cost 
$3,500. The pair known as the Homeric of 
Pegasus vases, however, have just been pur- 
chased by Mr. Viles, and while they are not 
as valuable as the Borghese vase, which isin 
the rarer black color, they are exceedingly 
beautiful and were secured at a great bargain 
by Dr. Gunsaulus, i. e., about $500. The Ho- 
meric yases are pale blue and stand on ped- 
estals of a fainter shade of the same color. 
One of them represents the apotheosis of 
' Homer and the other the apotheosis of Virgil, 
and they were obtained from descendants of 
the Hamilton family at Dublin. 
Rathbone, the London collector, declares 
. that only three Wedgewood samples of the 
' apotheosis of Homer have ever come under 
_ bis observation, and this one which has come 
to Chicago is the third. .

At this time the French and German 
ceramic workers had been studying to dis- 
cover a way to fasten the handles on and had 
hever succeeded, so that their bowls and 
urns and things bad funny little undeveloped 
handles and ornaments. 

Wedgewood invented the paste, however, 
and the result was perfected so marvelously 
that it developed into the process of putting 
on the little cameo reliefs. He hired Flax- 
man to work for him, and it was here that 
the Greek designs wer incorporated into 
the Wedgewood china. The jasper was of 
such wonderful quality that the reliefs bear 
cutting and polishing with a lapidarist’s 
wheel after firing. 

During the time that he was experimenting 
with his jasper Wedgewood found what he 
called a body stain that would penetrate 
through the material and fire evenly. Blue 
in several shades, pink, yellow, sage, olive, 
and black were all fired into the plece first 
before the cameo reliefs were put on. Later 
it was decided that it was not essential to the 
beauty of the pottery to have the color 
permeate it and it was put on satisfactorily 
over the outside. Prof. Emerson believes 
that he has observed an additional point of 
interest in the vases in the Art institute in 
the fact that they seem to be colored all » 
through, This would not add to their value 
greatly, but simply prove that they were 
made at the earliest and more interesting 
Stage of the development of the jasper. 


—— 


Black Basalt the Result. 


In an effort to make an extremely darle blue 
like the wonderful glass in the famous 
Barberini vase Wedgewood also invented the 
black basalt or basaltes finish, which is that 
used on the Borghese specimen. It wae ob- 
tained first by a black dip, then a blue, and 
again a black. The lovely translucent edges 
of the jasjer in the cameos made a marvelous 
éffect when applied to this dark ware, 

This transparency of some of the edges can 
be seen on some of the reHefs on the speci- 
mens at the institute by looking closely— 
the color shows through slightly. Wedge- | 
wood complained about this to Flaxman and 
the latter answered that it was just as he 
wanted it to be—that it merged the relief into 
the vase more effectually and especially, he 
declared, it was the effect he desired for hie 
draperies.

Tests were made 
not long ago with files that infested a region 
in the neighborhood of Hull house, where 
there were a number of casee of typhoid 
fever. 

Flies that were allowed access to the refuse 
from the sickrooms were caught dnd were 
dropped inio test tubes containing culture 
medium. They were allowed to remain there 
for periods varying from fifteen minutes to 
twelve hours and were taken to the labora- 
tory of the Memorial institute for infec- 
tious diseases for examination. Here bacilli 
were discovered that went to prove beyond 
a doubt that flies do indeed carry and scatter 
abroad the typhoid germs. 

Seven different varieties of flies are found 


in houses, 98 per cent of which are the com- 
mon house fiy. These are born in decompos- 
ing matter of any kind, and from their birth- 
place fiy direct to homes where their visits 
often result in sickness and untold misery.

“‘ These rapids for fish and proper fishing 
scenery are the greatest that I have ever 
known. A seven pound rainbow trout in 
these brawling waters strikes like a thunder- 
bolt, leaping clegxvof the water three or four 
times, and rushing down stream when struck 
with a force that tests the strcngest of 
tackje. Then follows a fight that lasts up 
to forty minutes; and a seven pound fish is 
only half as large as the monster that satis- 
fied my ideal. There is no other fishing that 
can compare withthis. Salmon fishing seems 
like hooking pike compared to fighting the 
rainbow in the rapids. They are made of 
steel, these fish, and they grow in size—well, 
the fourteen pounder was the largest I’ve 
ever seen taken on hook and line, but I 
hooked and lost several that I knew weighed 
over twenty. It Is probable that there are 
rainbows in these rapids that weigh thirty 
pounds. 

“Phe fourteen pound rainbow was taken 
near the Ontario ‘800’ on Aug. 30. The six 
and one-quarter pound speckled trout I 
caught On the Michigan side in June. This 
is a noble fish, too, a wonder for the speckled 
beauty, but after ali—there is no fish to com- 
pare| with the rainbow as it grows in the 
rapids.”
